The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a process 
cheese comprising casein, whey protein, and an emulsifier wherein the ratio of casein to 
whey protein is from about 50:50 to about 75:25 and the process cheese has a 
penetrometer firmness of about 1 0 to about 20 mm and a melting point of about 1 05 to 
about 150°F is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art or any combination 
thereof.
